W ith this change the forem ost in­ 
ducem ent to divorce seekers from oth­ 
er states Is elim inated and the advan­ 
tages of short residence requirem ent 
as may yet be enjoyed in tw o other 
states, under equally broad bases for 
causes of action, can have Its only se­ 
quel—the diverting of future divorce 
activities from Nevada. 


La st M in ute Rush. 
For four years, from 1910 to 1914, 
Reno has occupied a spot light position 
in the attention of the world. 
The d i­ 
vorce colony during this four year pe­ 
riod num bered 2,250 men and women. 
Ninety-one persons rushed In ju st as 
the curtain w as about to fall during 
December, the last day breaking ail 
dally records for the four years in the 
history of the “colony.” 
The last rush brought the num ber of 
j divorce seekers from other states up to 
approxim ately GSO—390 women and 200 
men—m aking th e proportion 60 and 4u 
I per cent greater in favor of the men 
than it previously was.

This tim e it was tile photographs of 
the president and his w ife th a t served 
as originals. 
They w ere being repro­ 
duced on pieces of paper tw o feet long 
and a foot or more wide, fastened to 
the wail of the cell. 
Then cam e a visit from the philan­ 
thropists.

Their Annual M a d Rushes and Death 
After Spaw n ing. 
Thi* world’s greatest salmon runs are 
to be found along the shores of the 
north Pacific ocean, in the states of 
W ashington, Oregon and California, 
the province of British Columbia and 
Alaska, on the Am erican side. and Si­ 
beria and Japan, on the Asiatic side. 
So far, however, but few salmon have 
been canned on the Asiatic side. 
To one who has never witnessed 
these annual runs it is alm ost an im ­ 
possibility to convey an adequate im ­ 
pression of the countless num bers of 
fish th a t swim In from the sea in the 
late spring and sum m er, all Imbued 
w ith the same desire—to gain suitable 
grounds in the upper reaches of the 
rivers, some of which are from 1,500 to 
2,500 miles in length, where they may 
perpetuate the species.

life. The gills disappear, and he comes 
to tile surface for air Just as a tadpole 
does when lie is about to become a 
frog. 
As the w ater grows shallower 
the axolotl loses a portion of his tail, 
sheds his caudal fins, changes from 
white to brown with gray spots and 
when the w ater is quite gone takes to 
the sand hills and becomes a spotted 
salam ander. 
The m ost rem arkable thing about it 
all is th at when the acater supply is 
not exhausted he lives his entire life 
as an axolotl and never tries to become 
a spotted salam ander. 
By experim en­ 
tation an axolotl has l>een made to un­ 
dergo alm ost complete transform ation 
and then has been turned back into an 
axolotl again.—Youth’s Companion.

The late Dr. Silas W eir Mitchell, the 
fam ous Philadelphia author and phys! 
clan who died in his eighty-fifth year, 
long 
ago 
achieved 
distinction 
thai 
made him conspicuous In contempora 
Ty history as a man w ithout eithei 
predecessor or conqieer in tile varied 
quality of his genius. 
H e was the 
m ost celebrated 
Philadelphian since 
Benjam in Franklin. 
Dr. M itchell’s fame both as a pbysi 
d a n and author was International, al­ 
though he probably was more widely 
known as a w riter of fiction. 
His last

book appeared a few m onths ago un­ 
der the title of "W estway*.” 
His first 
novel, “ In W ar Times,” was published 
when he was fifty-three years old. 
In 18G2 he began his three years’ 
work as an arm y surgeon, having spe­ 
cial charge of soldiers suffering from 
nervous disorders and wounds involv­ 
ing the nervous system. This was per­ 
haps the beginning of a career th at 
gained for him a worldwide reputa 
tion as a neurologist 
Dr. Mitchell explored fields hitherto 
untrodden by any member of the med­ 
ical profession. 
“H ealth through repose” w as Dr. 
M itchell’s idea of curing nervous pros­ 
tration. 


An Interesting Anecdote. 
An lnddent, variously related, will 
serve to indicate his em inence as a 
physician. 
This is the version as a t­ 
tributed to Dr. Mitchell himself; 
An American, suffering from some 
nervous disorder, Journeyed to Italy to 
consult a celebrated neurologist 
“But you are from A m erica?” said 
the Italian. 
“Yes.” 
“W hy not, then, take the vermicbelli 
treatm ent?” 
“W hat’s that?” inquired the p atien t 
“W hat! 
You don’t know the trea t­ 
m ent of Dr. W eir M itchell?” 
And the Italian sent the American 
homo to be cured. 
The story as related by friends of 
Dr. Mitchell is to the effect th a t the 
physician him self while visiting Paris 
suffered a recurrence of a nervous 
ailm ent attributed to overwork. W ith­ 
out divulging his identity, he called 
on a specialist w ith whose nam e he 
was fam iliar as being th a t of a man 
fam ous in both hem ispheres. 
“ I see th a t you are un Am erican.” 
rem arked th e French physician. 
“Yes,” replied Dr. Mitchell, “ I am .” 
“Aud from w hat city do you come?” 
“Philadelphia,” said the visitor. 
“Aud do you mean to say th at you, a 
resident of Philadelphia, come to me 
to be treated w hen there resides in 
your home city the most fam ous nerve 
specialist in the world?” 
“To whom do you re fe r? ’ asked the 
author. 
“To Dr. S. W eir Mitchell, of course,” 
replied the specialist, “and to think 
th a t you have never heard of him!” 


An Ensmy of Insane Asylums. 
In 1894 Dr. Mitchell began a crusade 
against insane asylums, saying they 
were the w orst possible places for the 
insane. Life in them was deadly; they 
were like prisons, he said. 
For many 
years he pursued his studies of snake 
venom, and he handled thousands of 
rattlesnakes. 
As a side topic he took 
np the subject of burnut fear of cats. 
He m aintained th at there were many 
persons who could tell the presence of 
a cat even lf it wag hidden and unseen. 
The fear, he suggested, was a trait 
inherited from rem ote ancestors. 
He 
also studied strange drugs, and for sci­ 
ence’s sake he ^.it himself under the 
influence of mescal, the intoxicating 
drug of the New Mexico Indians.

The public health service is looking 
forward to the biggest year’s work it 
has ever undertaken. From the moun­ 
tains of Kentucky, where two field hos­ 
pitals and dispensaries are teaching the 
mountain people how to combat pel­ 
lagra, to the water fronts of San Fran­ 
cisco and Seattle, where federal ex­ 
perts are helping state authorities to 
prevent the carrying of plague germs 
by rats and squirrels, the service bas 
pushed its activities into many unusual 
fields. 
Much of the research work of the 
health service Is done in the hygienic 
laboratory In 
Washington. 
In the 
search for the means by which infan­ 
tile paralysis is transmitted experts 
there succeeded during the last year in 
carrying germs from one monkey to 
another by the bite of a stable fly. 
But where this succeeded once it fail­ 
ed on all other attempts. 
The public 
health service is still working on the 
problem. 
Practically every phase of sanitation 
is being studied and taught by officials 
as fast as funds permit____
